New Irrigation Projects to 
Speed Immigration.

MONTREAL, May 5.—At the an- 
nual meeting of shareholders of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, held here 
today, Mr. E. W. Beatty, president 
of the company, stated the annual 
report reflected vividly the situation 
prevailing in respect to increased 
cost of operation. Gross earnings 
were the largest in company’s his- 
tory, exceeding 1918 by $19,391,362. 

Yet. the net earnings were less 
by $1,569,351. The large increase 
in working expenses, showing total 
increase since 1917 of 138,152,706, 
is striking example of effect of in- 
creased cost of wages and material, 
in spite of company’s conservative 
and economical administration. 

It is gratifying that even with 
these exceptional costs the company 
has during the past two years 
earned fixed charges and usual divi- 
dends. Nevertheless, relations be- 
tween earnings and expenses must 
now receive most careful consid- 
eration. The upper trend in cost 
of the last two years has not been 
equalized by increases in gross earn- 
ings and operating economies. The 
extent of the rate increase fixed by 
the Dominion Railway Commission 
has not equalled the increased cost 
recently forced on all companies.

LOS ANGBLES, April ¢.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] Referring to 
an editorial appearing in the issue 
of The Times for the 23rd inst. 
entitled, “Bloodletting as a Cure for 
the H. C. of L.,“ it is disappointing 
and surprising to find that the edi- 
tor actually seems to think the cause 
of high prices for food is that we 
have been sending such large quan- 
tities abroad that there is not suffi- 
cient for ourselves at home. Also 
he complains that we have not been 
given a square deal by Europe. 

If the editor took care to study the 
situation at home a little more close- 
ly and at the same time to study the 
European side of the question, there 
would be no further editorials of the 
character of the one mentioned. 

I have it on the word of men who 
own large ranches in Santa Barbara 
county that last year California pro- 
duced an exceedingly large crop of 
beans, but when the time came for 
marketing them, there was no mar- 
ket, and the growers were left with 
the crop on their hands. It is stated 
that there actually are thousands of 
tons of beans grown in thie State 
which the farmers were and still are 
unable to sell, and yet the price of 
these beans in this city is 9 cents to 
11 cents per pound. Does that indi- 
cate that we have shipped to Europe 
so much that there is nothing left 
for ourselves? 

As to getting a square deal: Prices 
are sufficiently high as it is for for- 


len buyers. Then add a premium 


of from 25 to 1560 per cent. in the 
way of exchange and you can under- 
stand why Europe is unable to buy 
from us—and pay cash—for we de- 
mand gold these days, the very life- 
blood of commerce.

INVOLVES VAST 
GERMAN ESTATE 


Trading with Enemy Suit is 
Started by Heir Here. 


Property at Issue is Valued at 
Three Million Dollars. 


Treasurer of United States is 
Named as Defendant. 


“Involving an estate valued at 
83,000, the first action filed in 
the Cnited States District Court 


here, growing out the trading with 
the Enemy Act enacted during the 
late war was placed on record yesa- 
terday when Louls A. Ramoer of 
this city brought suit against Millie 
A. Ramoer and Clara Droeff, his 
sisters, and Hans Droeff, husband 
of the last named, asking that the 
court award to him his proportion- 
ate share of the property left by 
his father, Louis Raffloer, who died 
in Switzerland in 1915. 

Of the $3,000,000, holdings of the 
father in money, stocks and real 
estate, the share of the plaintiff is 
estimated at $1,000,000. ancis R. 
Garvia, Custodian of Alien Prop- 
erty, and John P. Burke, Treasurer 
of the United States, are 

parties defendant. 

It ie set out in the bill that the 
father, Louie Raffloer, came to the 
United States in 1852, and was nat- 
uralized in 1865; that he went to 
Germany in 1890, where he ro- 
nounced his American citizenship 
and.became a subject of Germany, 
and that he died in Switzerland and 
left no will. The money, stocks. 
and real estate belonging to the de- 
ceased were seized under the pro- 
visions of the Alien Enemy Act and 
are now in possession of the Fed- 
eral officials, who have been joined 
in the action. 

The property involved is sched- 
uled as follows: cash, $114,800.49; 
stocks, thirty-two shares of the Ma- 
honing Investment Company, 167 
shares of the Dierckerhoff-Raffloer 
Toy and Novelty Company; 670 pre- 
ferred shares of the Raffloer-Erbs- 
lohr Company and 346 common 
shares the same corporation; real 
estate, 76, 78 and 80 Manhattan ave- 
nue, New York; 1414 Avenue A, 
New York; 860-862 East One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-fourth street, New 
York, and 2408 on avenue, New 
York. The value of the real estate 
is said to be $750,000. 

On February 26, 1920, the plain- 
tiff declares he filed his claim as the
